A business census of the area 
was completed some two months 
ago by Frank Timmons. River­ 
side realtor, who handled the

DUNKERLEY CLARIFIED some 
of the rules made by the gov-' 
ernment in the matter of census: 
one in particular being that it 
is mandatory that the people 
contacted assist the census taker 
in every manner possible and 
that answering all the questions 
is a must. 
A new question to be included 
this year and to be asked of 
every fifth person (although not 
absolutely necessary to be an­ 
swered) is "What was your in­ 
come last year?” 
This question, Dunkerley ex­ 
plained. is merely to obtain a 
crosssection survey—unofficial, 
to be sure—of the average per­ 
son's income. 
Survey of the population in the 
state would indicate from pres­ 
ent, estimates he said, an in­ 
crease in congress of seven new

Russell Rink, city manager, 
said work on this phase of reser­ 
vation improvement would pro­ 
gress slowly so that all concern­ 
ed would be absolutely sure of 
doing a good job to the complete 
satisfaction of all parties. 
Indians, represented by Clem 
and Frank Segundo, Biff Andreas 
and others, of the tribe, met with 
the following representatives of 
the city: City Manager Rink, City 
Attorney Roy Colegate and Coun- 
cilmen William Veith, Florian 
Boyd, Tom Kieley and Wally 
Waring. 
It is understood that there will 
be another meeting in about 10 
days at. the arrival of an engineer 
in such matters as highway con­ 
struction who will come to the 
Village from the state Indian of­ 
fice at Sacramento to assist the 
local tribe in obtaining the best 
engineering for the tribe.

Sophie Petrillo was scheduled 
to appear in court again today— 
at 2 p. m.—to hear Judge Russell 
Waite pronounce sentence for 
the slaying of her husband, Pete 
Petrillo, here September 19, last 
year.Loser in two court battles, she 
has been in custody to await sen­ 
tence January 6. 
She was found guilty of sec­ 
ond degree murder early in De­ 
cember and the same jury which 
heard that trial, returned a ver­ 
dict that she was sane at the 
time of the shooting, at a brief 
second rial on her plea of “not 
guilty by reason of insanity." 
Petrillo was fatally wounded 
in the bathroom of their apart­ 
ment at a local hotel after a 
night long argument between the 
pair over "the other woman" in 
the case, Mrs. Alma Prima, di­ 
vorced wife of the band leader.

Says C h e st Success 


Depends on Group 
Major contributors this year 
will decide whether the six 
worthwhile youth and charity 
agencies of the Palm Springs 
Community Chest shall be able 
to meet the growing demands 
upon them or be seriously handi­ 
capped by lack of funds in 1950, 
according to Carl G. Lykken, 
chairman of the Advance Gifts 
committee which is being readied 
for the preliminary appeal with­ 
in the next few days. 
The Advance Gifts division ex­ 
pects to start next week and the 
general solicitation of homes and 
businesses will be undertaken 
within two or three weeks as de­ 
termined by the campaign com­ 
mittee. 
"HISTORY OF COMMUNITY 
Chest appeals shows that if the 
major contributors—those who 
are reached by the Advance Gifts 
committee workers—cut their 
subscriptions, the total reduction 
can never be made up in the 
general part of the campaign," 
he said. 
"Advance Gift committees are 
expected to raise between 50 and 
60 percent of the entire Chest 
budget of $37,500. Thus these 
larger contributors hold the key 
to success in the drive; if they 
cut subscriptions of previous 
years it is next to impossible to 
make up this reduction through 
$5 and $10 gifts among residents 
and employed persons. 
"THIS YEAR'S GOAL of $37.500 
is just slightly under the $39,000 
we raised last year. It will be re­ 
called that we were compelled 
to appeal to the Desert Circus 
directors to make up the amount 
we were short in our 1949 goal. 
"Therefore it can be seen that 
unless contributors hold up to 
last year's mark wé can expect 
failure in our appeal for the 
needed funds for these six agen­ 
cies, all of them vital to a well- 
rounded community," he con­ 
cluded. 
BENEFICIARIES of the Com­ 
munity Chest funds are Boys 
Club. Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, 
Desert Museum. Health and Wel­ 
fare Center and Youfll Center. 
Chairman Lykken will select 
approximately 15 persons to serve 
with him on the Advance Gifts 
work.

Council Acts 


To End Long 


Delay on Plan 


Decides A gainst 
W aiting Until All 
Land is Cleared 
Early work was assured by 
council this week on the city’s 
municipal park, to be constructed 
and laid out at the former El 
Mirador properties purchased last 
year. 
With deed to the 22-acre site 
received last week by city offi­ 
cials, council mapped definite 
plans Wednesday. Speeded by the 
presence of a petition signed by 
a few neighboring property own­ 
ers, headed by Dee Arakelin. the 
city law-makers assured the pub­ 
lic that work would be started as 
soon as it was possible to do so, 
probably in two weeks. 
PETITION FOR IMMEDIATE 
action was presented on the 
premise that it had been the un­ 
derstanding of the property own­ 
ers that the park would not be 
started until all the other condi­ 
tions of the five-point civic im­ 
provement bonds, voted last year, 
had been completed. 
Signers advocated demolition 
and destruction of the concrete 
blocks and slabs on the property 
as soon as possible since they un­ 
derstood from conversation about 
the Village that this noisy and 
noxious work would not be car­ 
ried out until the summer 
months when most of the neigh­ 
boring property owners were out 
of town on vacations. All were 
of thte opinion the park develop­ 
ment should be undertaken at 
the first possible momone for this 
civic need. 
EXPLANATION for the delay so 
far was in the fact that the deed 
was necessary before any work 
could be done. It was announced 
by head of the Park board. Coun­ 
cilwoman Ruth Hardy, that Plan­ 
ning Consultant Ralph Cornell 
had already done some prelim­ 
inary planning on the layout of 
the grounds and that he had 
warned against demolishing any 
of concrete slabs in the thought 
that possibly several could be 
kept for use in the general lay­ 
out.Council members assured that 
work would be started within the 
next few days on final planning 
and that actual physical work on 
the property would commence 
within two weeks after comple­ 
tion of the plans. 
Details of the work are being 
handled by a steering commit­ 
tee of the park board, it was an­ 
nounced. members being Herbert 
Burns, Councilman Gordon Fee­ 
kings and Muriel Fulton. 
Members of this committee are 
scheduled for early meetings on 
the subject in consultation with 
Cornell, it was indicated by 
Councilman Feekings, council's 
representative on the project.

America can become a social­

The 
director of the institute of Hum an 
Engineering, Pasadena, said that 
it is considered the danger point 
when the state takes 25 per cent 
of the national income, and a d d ­ 
ed that the United States is now 
taking 26 per cent of the people's 
income. It is all right, he said, 
to take care of the people who 
have to he provided for; the d a n ­ 
ger is taking care of people who 
can take carc of themselves. ' 
The United States is the larg­ 
est business organization in the 
world. Wakeley told the Rotari- 
ans. It is owned by the people of 
the United States who each have 
a share of stock in it. and if they 
do not use their control they are 
going to lose it, the speaker said. 
He called for 
more 
competent 
leadership, w arning against t a k ­ 
ing the incentive aw ay from peo­ 
ple by heavy taxation and a l­ 
lowing the government to take 
morp and more 
controls 
aw ay 
from the individual. 
W akeley is the third speaker to 
appear at Rotary m eetings here 
in the last three 
months 
and 
w arn against the trend in this 
country toward a socialized—or 
welfare—state. The talk followed 
a radio news broadcast to the Ro- 
tarians gathered at Chi Chi tell­ 
ing of President Trum an's call for 
a $42 billion federal budget for 
the next fiscal year. Commenting 
on the heavy cost of government, 
Wakeley said I hat thp cost was 
not as important as w hat the ta x ­ 
payers get for their money.
